A Frightful Talc of Donth »nd TVouiirt 


—Do/end of Victims DIIK OtH of tli 
Knins—A HOUR List of I>cail lltul In 
Jurcrt—Destructive Storm nt Evniim

KAXSAS 
CITV, May 
12.—About 10:3 


o'clock Tuesday morning ominous storm 
clouds began gathering over tho city. They 
first appeared in tbo northeast, and, surg 
ing westward across tbo city, turned sad 
deuly about in thoir course, and, descending 
rapidly, broke upon tho city in torrid' 
busts of wind and rain that swept all ligbtoi 
objects boforo thorn. 
Tho darkness was al 


most liko 
night, and paoplo 
Hod to 


nearest shelter and awaltod with blanchec 
faces tho fury of tbo tempest. Clouds soeme: 
to 
graze

and

torrents in apparently solid musses foi 
a time. 
Tho storm struck tho city 


full forco about twenty minutos past 11 and 
raged for half an hour. 
Tho stroets were

and signs and other similar freight, blown 
from tho buildings or swept up by tho tlood. 
A number of vehicles woro overturned, and 
in numerous instances drivers abandoned 
their horses to their fate, and sought rofugo 
In stores and houses 
Somo hail accom- 


panied tho storra, but tho fall was not 
great, otherwise tha loss to property wo*ld 
havo been enormous from water strca 
in at brokon windows. Aa it was, windows 
in quite c largo number of buildings wero 
blown in, aud goods and furniture woro 
water-soaked. 
All this, bowover, proved 


entirely insignillcant when tho full extent 
of tbo disaster wrought by tho storm bo- 
camo known, 


THn SCHOOL CATASTROPHE1. 


Tho Lathrop school building occupied a 


prominent site at tlio corner of Eighth and 
Mail streets. It consisted of a main build- 
ir.g, to which an art wing had been added. 
Tho building was surmounted by u towor, 
which for some time had boon considered 
unsafe. 
It had boon twlco condemned— 


onco within a fow weeks—but no action had 
boon taken in tho matter. Tuesday morn- 
ing tho building was crowded with children, 
many of whom wont nearly frantic with 
grief over tho appalling darkness and tho 
stillness which precede.I tho tempest. Tho 
wind swept uildway across Broadway from 
tho west and seemed to concentrate its forco 
in u. descent ^upon the tower, which yielded 
with a crash, and, carrying down tho heavy 
bell, plunged through tho intervening floors 
to tho basement 
Tho main building is & 


mass of ruins, within shattered walls which 
still stand. 
The wing was comparatively 


uninjured, and tho scholars In it woro not 
hurt. 


In tho main building, however, tho effect 


was awful. 
The falling floors precipitate-.! 


tho terriflod children to the basement, whore 
masses of bricks and beams crushed them 
from view. 
Persons near, hearing tho 


crash, made their w:iy as best they could 
against tbe beating storm to tho scone. 


ItKSCL'INO THE VICTIMS, 


Tho fittlo quickly subsided and tho work of 


rescuing was undertaken by oagor hands. 
Owing to tho prevailing excitement the first 
work was not very effective, but tho firo do- 
partmont and police boon arrived, and an 
organised search was commenced. The dead 
and wounded were takon out as quickly as 
possible and carried to tho nntatorium ad- 
joining, which was turned into a hospital 
Hero tho parents aud friends of tho littlo 
ones soon gathered, each searching his or her 
own, aud uttering hoarlreudlng cries as 
they rocogni/.ed lu tho maimed and blood- 
ing 
forms 
tho.<o 
whom 
they lovort. 


Among tho first taken out several were 
dead, and ono or two mangled almost bo- 
yond recognition, their clothiug torn, and 
their bodies covered with dust and mnrcar, 
tho deathly pallor of 
tUo skin showing a 


painful contrast against crime and blood 
stain?. Many heroic scenes woro enacted 
during tho rescue of tho wounded children, 
some of whom seemed to havo greater con- 
trol than thoir elders. 
Ono littlo girl, half 


buried In tho debris, over whom rescuers 
woro busy, bogged them to leave her and 
help a boy bosido her, because, sho said, 
ho was only 5 years old. 


Tho scones in tho natatorium as tho Htt'.o 


ones woro brought in and laid upon impro- 
visod cots, tho dead placed together upon 
ouo side, were pitiful boyond oppression, A 
do^oii dead woro taken out during the day 
and thoir bodies sent to the houses of sorrow- 
ing families, and several ot tho children be- 
longed to prominent families in tho city, 


WllECK 01' AX OVEHALE FACTORY. 


At 
110 West Third street stood a 


threo-story brick building in tho middle of 
tho block, tho third floor of which was usod 
as an overall factory, conducted by Haar 
Brothers: tho llrst and second lloors by tho 
Graham Paper company. 
In tho factory 


wero about twonty-fivo employes, 
chiefly 


Kirls. 
Vi'heD tho storm brolio out they 


made for tho collar. 
Tho building fell with 


a crash, boing razed entirely to tho earth, 
aud most of tho frightened girls were caught 
in tho ruinn 
Four havo been taken out 


dead, a number of others ore wounded, and 
some are still missing. 


COL'KT HOUSE AND OTUEll BDILDINGS. 
The county court house stands at Second 


nnd Main streets, on the hill, exposed to 
winds from tho north and west. 
Tho build- 


ing was erected nearly twenty years ago j 
for hotel purposes, but when completed was 
purchased by tho county Jor $>UP,COO and 
converted into a court house.

All others succeeded In getting out of tho J 
building alive. 
Tho jail is located in tht j

crash had rassoci and they found themselves : 


unhurt Judge Stover had boon holding 
court on tbo third floor, and had adjourned 
just boforo the storm descended.

the judgo had just vacated. 


Acroas tbo stroot, on the northwest corner 


of Second and Main streets, stood a two- 
story brick building oroctad in IS'IO by tbo 
Santa Fo Stage company, ono of tho oldest 
buildings in tho city, from which tho stages 
formerly wore started across the plains in 
the stage-coaching days. 
Tt was occupied 


as a United Stutos engineers ofllco. 


Adjoining that, on tho west, was a tbroii- 


story brick cofl'oe aud spice mill, ownod by 
Smith & irofl'dtt, 
This building was do- 


molisbod, falling over upou tho adjoining 
ono, 
and both woro completely wrecked. 


Frank Smith, tho senior partner of tho firm, 
was taken bleeding from tho ruins, and died 
in u sliort time. 
Mr. lloft'titt was badly 


hurt, and throe employes woro taken out. 
Tho dohris is being removed in search for 
any who may yet bo buriod beneath.
